Secretary of State Acheson said 
today the United States "did not 
know whether we had an atomic 
bomb or not" when it signed the 
1945 Yalta agreement to bring 
Russia Into the war against Japan. 


Acheson made me statement In 


a general discussion of American 
policy m the Orient for the last 
five yean. He was testifying for 
the third day at senate hear- 
ing* en tte ai«mi«««i of General 
Douglas MacArthur ae Far East- 
ern Commander. 


Acheson also said-: 
1. Former Vice President Hen- 


ry A. Wallace won an agreement 
from Chiang Kai Shek, head of 
the Chinese Nationalists, in 1944, 
not to oppose American military 
help to the Chinese Communists. 


I. The United States was not 


able to guarantee the survival of 
Chiang's'•government in the post- 
war revolution which swept China. 


Republicans have attacked the 
Talta agreements, contending they 
let Russia into Manchuria and 
gave her territory from which she 
now can threaten Japan. 


These critics said that there 
..as ao reason to obtain a Rus- 
sian agreement in order to enter 
the Far Eastern war, which was 
ended when two atomic bombs 
were dropped on Japan. The Rus- 
sians came Into the war only a 
•ek before Japan's surrender. 
Aohesoa said it was not known 


at the time of Yalta whether the 
ffdia bomb could be produced 


successfully. 
The Talta conference was a 
meeting at President Roosevelt, 
Prime Minister Churchill of 'Brit- 
ata and Russian Premier Stalin 
at a Russian town of that name. 
They made high level decisions 
for future cooperation in the war. 


Testifying

tions committees, Acheson outlin- 
ed American policies la the Far 
East since 1945. 
This outline of policy was call- 


ed for by Republican members of 
the committees Investigating the 
ouster of Gen. Douglas MacArth- 
ur as Pacific commander.

ization of the vast oil properties. 


Deputy Premier Hussein Fatemi 


said Iran considered the AIOC's 
offer as "an acceptance of Iran's 
taking over" of the company's 
holding: The company, on the oth- 
er hand, said it was "reserving 
its legal-rights" and did not spe- 
cify, the matters It was willing 
to negotiate. 


(Diplomatic Informants in Lon- 


don said the offer did not change 
the British government's bid two 
weeks ago for high-level negotia- 
tions with the Iranian government. 
They also said that Britain's ap- 
peal to the International Court of 
Justice at The Hague to appoint 
an arbitrator still stood.

Police Inspector

son, 59, shot and killed himself to- 
day in the basement of his West 
Philadelphia home. 


Hobson was the second police 


inspector to commit suicide here 
in less than a year. Last Oct. 17 
Inspector Craig D. Ellis, head of 
the vice squad, shot himself on a 
roadside near Media. 


Det. Sgt. David Hemphill, who 


investigated Hogson's death, said 
a pistol was beside the body. 
There •were no notes. 
' Hobson, a veteran of 84 yean' 
service in the police bureau, ap- 
peared as a witness before the 
special grand jury investigating 
police graft six weeks ago. 


Assistant District Attorney Vic- 


tor H. Blanc, one of the officials 
in charge of the grand jury probe, 
said "there is nothing in the in- 
vestigation to date which would 
indicate that there could be any 
connection between Inspector Hob- 
son's suicide and the 
investiga- 
tion." 


Public Safety Director 
Sam- 


uel H. Rosenberg ordered a probe 
into the suicide. He said the death 
was a "shock." 


Hobson's widow said her hus- 


band has been under medical treat- 
ment recently for a stomach ail- 
ment and a "nervous condition.''

DRIVER-TRAINING PAYS OFF 


Laments about the nation's motor traffic fatal- 


ities usually wind up with a spirited call for more 
driver education. It's hopeful, therefore, to be able 
to report genuine progress is being made toward 
that end. 


The Association of Casualty and Surety Com- 


panies, which has played a big role in spurring driver 
education programs, recently summed up the cheer- 
ful evidence. The findings deal with high school 
students, since most programs are in that field. 


In the current year nearly 750,000 students were 


enrolled in driver-training courses, similar to the one 
offered in the Warren schools. That's more than 
double the 330,000 who were enrolled four years ago. 
A total of 8845 schools are giving courses, a marked 
advance from the 7108 which offered such instruc- 
tion last year. Since 1948 nearly 6000 schools have 
added driver-training to their curricula. 


There Is good news for those who may have 


despaired of seeing any solid hope of improvement 
in the traffic situation. The Association estimates 
that students trained in driving will have a three- 
to-one better chance of avoiding motor accidents 
than those who get no formal training. 


But there are still some 11,500 schools with per- 


haps another 750,000 students that lack any kind of 
driver-training courses. So the room for expan- 
sion of these programs is ample. 


What facts are there to support the view that 


driver-training really pays off? Naturally, since 
most of the programs are relatively new, comparative 
figures aren't numerous. But a few studies have been 
made. 


In Delaware, the Motor Vehicle Department an- 


alyzed the driving records of 1600 licensed motor- 
ists, half with training and half without. The sur- 
vey showed that of the 800 trained drivers, only 100 
had either been arrested for traffic violations, involv- 
ed in an accident, or warned by police officers. Of 
the 800 untrained drivers, 769, or 96 per cent, had 
some kind of black mark against them. 


A later study covering 2200 drivers showed that 


19.7 per cent of the 1100 trained ones had a violation, 
an accident or a warning, while 78.7 per cent of the 
1100 untrained motorists fell into the came cate- 
gories. 


A Wisconsin survey disclosed that driver educa- 


tion reduced accidents per 1000 months of licensed 
driving by 58 per cent, and convictions for traffic 
violations by 59.4 per cent. 


In Massachusetts, the number of driver education 


courses in 1941 was 48. By 1947 it had soared to 217. 
In that span, the number of accidents, involving 
youths of 16 and 17 dropped from 1203 to 642. 


Massachusetts is now undertaking a new 10-year 


study of the value of driver education. On the basis 
of just six months' study, the state reports that 
untrained drivers had nine times the reportable viola- 
Lions that trained motorists did, and 10 times as many 
as those who had received both classroom instruc- 
tion and practice driving. 


These surveys suggest strongly that driver- 


training courses are one real answer to the frighten- 
ing toll of traffic deaths and injuries. Let's hope 
the day is not far off when no school is without such 
training.

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Mexico Oil Nationalization 
Offers Guide to Iran Dispute

WASHINGTON—(NEA)—Sooner or later, the British and Iranian 


governments are going to <have to start talking money to make a 


settlement for the proposed nationalization of the Iranian oil fields. 
Then is when the fun will really begin. It may take years to settle this 
thing, even as a straight business deal, without any war threat or 
Communist take-over complications. 
N 


To cite a parallel, the Mexican revolution and constitution of 1917 


nationalized all sub-soil mineral rights.' Seizure of the actual oil 
company properties did not begin, however, till March, 1938. It was 
1945, however, before the .Mexican government reached agreement 
with the last of the private, foreign oil companies. 


The American companies settled first. They were Sinclair, Cities 
Service and the Standard group. They agreed to settle for a total of 
some $30 million. The big, final settlement was with Mexican Aguila 
Oil Co., a Royal Dutch-British Shell subsidiary, which settled for 
around $120 million, 
rpHE Iranians have said they don't want the oil for their own use. 
* They will continue to supply the customers which have taken this 
oil in the past. Again they say this is not expropriation. 


There is a complicating factor in the fleet of 168 Anglo-Iranian* 


owned tankers plus 60 chartered tankers that carry the oil to markets 
in Europe and Asia. The Iranian government would no doubt like 
to take over this fleet, too, as part of the'company's property. But 
there isn't much chance the company will allow the ships to fall into 
other hands. 


There is considerable difference between the size of the Mexican 


and Iranian operations. Mexican production was around 190,000 
barrels, a day in 1920-25. It declined to 32,000 barrels a day in 1932. 


It is only since 1947 that Mexican production has risen to the 
200.000-barrels-a-day level of this year. Oil men predict that If Iran 
does nationalize, the government will go through a slump just like 
Mexico did because the Iranians won't be able to operate toe property 
at its present efficiency. 
„ 
^^ 


Iranian production is now over 700,000 barrels a day of crude, with 


550,000 barrels a day of refined products at Abadan. Scheduling this 
production and marketing it Is a tremendous job in itself. 


The Mexicans were fortunate in that they were able to hire foreign 


technicians. Anglo-Iranian has 77,000 employes. If the technicians 


withdrawn production would stop. 


jrSTnCATES of value of the Iranian ofl properties differ greatly. 
•" The Anglo-Iranian company is said to have invested over a billion 
dollars in the enterprise since 1901. How much of this should be 
written off as fully recovered is debatable. Some claims have been 
made that the book value of the company is only $60 million to $70 
million. 


How do you figure fair return on those price .ranges? 
The 700,000-barrel-a-day output, incidentally, at fl.75 a barrel 


average price in Persian Gulf, is worth nearly a million and a quarter 
dollars a day. But there are a lot of special price customers, like the 
British navy. And some awfully fancy spreads. Production costs 
have been reported at one pound sterling per ton ($3 U. S. for 7 
barrels).

Daily Salad Bowl from 
Home Garden Vitamitirrich 


Earliest Loose Heading Lettuce Matures IB 64 Days. 


There Is no better way to make 
sure your family has a daily dose of 
Vitamin A, calcium, and other nu- 
tritious ingredients which the 
"green, leafy" vegetables supply 
than by serving a daily bowl salad. 


Famous chela pride themselves 


on their salads. One uncooked salad 
may be served every day at dinner 
with a great variety or nutritious 
ingredients produced in the Liberty 
garden. 


Leaf lettuce is preferred by most 


chefs Over head lettuce lor sa'.sd? 
It is also far richer in vitamins. It 
comes in two types—the butter 
leaves, and the crisp leaves. The 
butter leaves are thicker, and dark- 
. eV green, with finer flavor, the ex- 
perts 'say. Crisp leaves are light- 
er green in color, thin and some- 
what brittle. Examples are Black 
Seeded Simpson, a butter type, and 
Grand Rapids, a crisp leaf type. 
Experts give first place in their es- 
teem to the butter leaves. 
Fast growing loose head varie- 
ties, such as Bibb lettuce are popu- 
lar with many. 


Romaine or cos lettuce, which 


produces oval leaves, standing up- 
right, is highly esteemed by French 
salad experts. It is a good late let- 
tuce, standing heat better than the 
leaf varieties. The leaves can be 
bleached by tying them up as they 
near maturity, but this merely 
changes their color, snd lessens 


their vitamin .content. 


For summer leaves, chicory, also 


known as endive, is more available 
than lettuce, which usually runs" to 
seed in midsummer. Endive may 
be had with curly leaves, or broad 
leaves. Many like the curly leaves 
best for summer, and broad leaves 
(escarolle) for fall, as they endure 
frost and become sweeter after the 
frost comes. Sow both types in 
drills, thin out to six or eight 
inches. 


Leaf crops grown in a similar 


manner, and much esteemed in 
bowl salads, include com salad, 
which is very hardy and can be 
harvested late in the fall; and up- 
land garden cress, which gives a 
pungent flavor to the salad. 


In the fall lettuce may be grown 


again; and the Chinese cabbage 
leav.es are delicious. Chinese cab- 
bage may be grown in the spring, 
with rich soil and an early start. 
But in midsummer, it always runs 
to seed. A late crop has no such 
tendency, and heads are easily pro- 
duced jn the fall, from plants 
started in late June. 


All leaf crops demand rich sofl. 


They must grow fast without check, 
otherwise the leaves are tough and 
have a bitter flavor. 
Plant food 


should be applied to the soil in 
which they grow at the rate oi 4 
pounds to 100 square feet,
